BREST. France (UP) - An 
American and a Greek tanker col­ 
lided in heavy fog today in the 
Atlantic "graveyard of ships” off 
the Brittany 
coast 
of France. 
Both ships burned so fiercely that 
smoke rose 4,000 feet above the 
sea. 


Radio reports said nine persons 
were known dead — one on the 
10,506-ton U.S. tanker Stony Point 
and eigljt on the 9,345-ton Greek 
ship Ioannis. 


Vessels from four nations con-! 
verged on the crash area radio 
reports said they had picked up 
64 of the 77 crew members of the 
two vessels. Shipping reports said 
the American tanker had a crew 
of 41 and the Greek ship 36. 
An American airman who flew 
an Air Force amphibian over the; 
area said he had received a report 
that "all survivors” had been 
picked up, but said he did not! 
know how' many were involved J 
Capt. Lowell Dibert, of St. Louis! 
Mich, said visibility was so bad 
the rescue planes could barely see 
the burning ships.

The 
Municipal 
Authority 
or 
Morrisville has issued a resolution 


stating that regardless of wheth­ 
er residents are tied into the bo­ 


rough sewer line or not they will 
be required to pay rental for the 
line. 
About one-third of the homes in 
the borough are not yet tied into 
the sewer line. 


Warning Period 


The Authority resolution 
said 
the rentals will be charged from 
the day of expiration of a 90-day 
warning period. 
Under the sewer setup of the 
Authority, sewer lines are man­ 
datory in every home in the bor 
ough. 
Notices have been sent out that 
persons not tied in to the line 
would be given 90 days to do 
so. 
The 90-day warning period has
